HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



TO CORRESPONDENTS.

Rebronzing of Gas Fixtures. A con- 
venient preparation for rebronzing gas fixtures 
is made by mixing bronze powder with any 
transparent varnish, say amber, gum damar or 
copal. Do not mix more than you are going 
to use at once, because most bronze powders 
act as powerful dryers, and what you have left 
of the mixture soon becomes hard and useless. 
It is best to put a little of the varnish in a small 
flat saucer and some of the loose powder next 
to it, and mix with the brush while you are 
using it as a painter mixes colors on his palette. 

Coloring: Oak. There is no doubt that the 
taking out of some of the dark color of your 
ammonia stained oak is due to the action of 
light. Under general circumstances light is 
antagonistic to the dark hue of oak, for an old 
piece after being planed loses some of the mel- 
low tone it had at first. 

Excess of Dryers in Paint. The cause 
of your paint becoming a thick viscid mixture 
or curdling, is undoubtedly due either to an 
excess of dryers or to 6ome property in the 
dryers you have used, which acts as an alkali, 
causing the oil to saponify. 

An Artistic "Wardrobe. In a design for 
a wardrobe that has attracted our attention 
the very frequent practice of having a looking- 
glass in front has been departed from, the want 
being supplied by the dressing table and wash- 
stand en suite. The centre is occupied by 
drawers, small closets and shelves ; hanging 
recesses, with inner closing doors, are on each 
side, two of small size being provided instead 
of one larger one. The centre contains seven 
drawers, small and large, and oyer is a double 
closet, part being intended to be used as a 
small hanging closet, and the other part being 
fitted with trays and drawers. A writing board 
is provided immediately below the row of three 
small drawers. The whole is very plainly 
treated, standing on simply molded square legs. 
The uprights are relieved by being simply 
molded, and the panels are raised. A broken 
pediment of simple outline is placed over the 
central portion. 

Economic and Suitable Dining-room 
Chairs. A good makeshift for dining-room 
chairs is obtained by using round-bottomed, 
ru&h-seated, black cheap chairs covered with 
cretonnes and chintzes, lined with plain back- 
ings and stuffed, the same being adopted for 
the covering of couches and easy chairs. A 
frilling hanging some four inches deep may be 
suspended from the cushion or 6quab of the 
chair. Plush and velvets are more liable to 
fade than a fast-colored chintz. Several good 
patterns of basket work are to be had, or well 
shaped rattan chairs, partly draped, do very 
nicely. 

To Remove Varnish. Varnish can be 
removed from wood by applying as a solvent 
a mixture composed of half a teacupful of 
turpentine and a teaspoonful of spirits of wine. 
If required stronger more spirits of wine 
should be used.
